DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-8, 10-38, 49, 52-58 and 60-67 are rejected as being based upon a 
defective reissue declaration under 35 U.S.C. 251 as set forth above. See 37 CFR 
1.175. 

2. The amendment filed 03/08/06 is not covered by a declaration. For any error 
corrected, which is not covered by an oath or declaration, i.e., any error corrected after 
the filing of all oaths and declarations currently in the reissue application, applicant 
MUST submit a supplemental oath or declaration (a "catch-up" oath or declaration) 
prior to allowance stating "Every error in the patent which was corrected in the present 
reissue application, and which is not covered by the prior oath(s) and/or declaration(s) 
submitted in this application, arose without any deceptive intention on the part of the 
applicant" (37 CFR 1.175(b)(1)), or language equivalent thereto. See MPEP 1444 for 
handling supplemental oaths and declarations. 

The nature of the defect(s) in the declaration is set forth in the discussion above 
in this Office action. 

There is no statement setting forth the status of all patent claims (e.g. claims 1-3, 
5-8, 10-25 and 27). Each amendment submission must set forth the status of all patent 
claims and of all added claims (i.e., "pending" or "canceled") as of the date of the 
amendment.

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-3, 5-8, 10-38, 49, 52-58 and 60-67 are allowed. 
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4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
cited references alone or in combination teach the claimed "a secondary 

display provided on said gaming machine at a location disposed apart from the main 

display operable to display video content comprising pixilated video frame data related 
to at least a secondary bonus game; a graphics controller operable to provide the video 
content to the secondary display fast enough to allow animated objects to appear to 
move continuously on the secondary display; and a player tracking device mounted on 
said chassis.... the gaming machine is designed and configured to cause the player 
tracking information and the video content comprising pixilated video frame data related 
to player tracking information to be displayed on at least one of the main display and the 
secondary display", recited in claim 26. Furthermore, none of the cited references alone 
or in combination teach "a top box portion wherein said top box portion is detachable 
from the gaming machine and is located above the main display portion of the gaming 
machine, comprising; a secondary display separate from the main display which is 
operable to display video content comprising pixilated video frame data wherein the 
gaming machine is operable to cause video content including player tracking 
information to be displayed on the secondary display", recited in claim 49. Furthermore, 
none of the cited references alone or in combination teach "a top box portion wherein 
said top box portion is detachable from the gaming machine and is located above the 
main display portion of the gaming machine, comprising; a secondary display 
configured to display video content wherein the gaming machine is operable to display 
on the secondary display gaming information including pay out information related to the 
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selected primary game while the outcome of the selected primary game is displayed on 
the main display, recited in claim 63. 

5. As allowable subject matter has been indicated, applicant's reply must either 
comply with all formal requirements or specifically traverse each requirement not 
complied with.
